Westerners’ -religiow in-the same way, as 
they do the, popular, forms ‘of Buddhism 
and Taoism. 

Bearing these facts in mind and also 
the ever-present. ineestral influence, it is 
only natural that the Chinese student 
should. differ considerably from. the 
English one. He ‘possesses a very strong: 
memory, sniall jnitintive, great patience, 
aed considerable manual ability. This 
general statement, of course, refers to 
the average student.’ His aptitdde varies 
considerably, ,but remembering, the, fact 
that. technical work bas to’ be taught 
through the medium of a foreign longu- 
age, it docs not compare badly: with that 


lof the English. student. In the matter 


of initiative there’ is generally’ a defi- 
ciency, but occasionally instances arise 
which ‘show. that. this is dormant, not 
dead, .The' intense force of custom and 
the doctrine of the superiority. of the 
ancients has arrested the growth of initia-

that jt cannot be. redeveloped. in the 
course of .a few génerations. .
